Applicants submit this communication in compliance with 37 C.F.R. §§1.56, 1.97 and 
1.98. Favorable consideration of the documents cited on the attached Form PTO/SB/08A is 
respectfully requested. 

On January 27, 2006, Applicants filed an Information Disclosure Statement ("IDS") and 
Form PTO/SB/08A disclosing four U.S. patent and seven published PCT patent applications. 

On page 2 of their IDS transmittal, Applicants stated that they were not providing copies 
of U.S. patent and published patent applications in accordance with the revised submission 
policy published in the PTO Official Gazette of August 5, 2003. Consequently, Applicants 
submitted copies of only the seven published PCT patent applications cited on Form 
PTO/SB/08A. 
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The PTO acknowledged receipt of Applicants' IDS and copies of the seven citations by 
stamping Applicants' return receipt postcard. A copy of the stamped return postcard is attached 
to this communication. 

In the Office Action issued on November 20, 2008, the Examiner included an initialed 
copy of Applicants' Form PTO/SB/08A. The Examiner made a notation on the Form stating that 
"[a]s no copies were provided, these [PCT] documents were considered to the extent they were 
discussed in the Written Opinion of the International Searching Authority". However, the 
allegation that no copies were provided is incorrect, as evidenced by the PTO's date stamp on 
Applicants' return postcard. These documents likely became detached from the IDS in the 
PTO's mailroom and were lost. 

In order to ensure the Examiner's full and complete consideration of these documents, 
Applicants are re-submitting copies of the allegedly unsubmitted documents. Applicants are not 
providing a duplicate copy of one of the earlier-disclosed documents, WO 94/25070, as the 
Examiner has identified this publication on Form PTO-892 which was attached to the Office 
Action dated November 20, 2008. 

In addition to the identified foreign patent documents A-F, Applicants are also disclosing 
the non-patent literature document identified as Cite No. G. 

Applicants request that the Examiner consider the documents cited on attached Form 
PTO/SB/08A, initial the Form to confirm such consideration, and return a copy of the initialed 
Form with the next Office Action.
